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COMPANY MEETING 


ROYAL SOVEREIGN PENCIL 
COMPANY, LIMITED 


The Eighteenth Ordinary General Meeting of the Royal 
Sovereign Pencil Company, Limited, was held on May 19 at 
Neasden, London, N.W. ; 

Mr. Walter Henderson-Cleland (the chairman) said that the 
profit for the year was reduced 7 £6,289 as compared with 
last year. Their trading profit was down by £2,743 owing to the 
narrower margin between cost and selling prices, and they had 
not this year the benefit of the special credit of £1,525 which 
had improved the previous year’s results. On the other hand, 
they had to provide a reserve of £1,150 for N.D.C., which was 
a new item, and £1,906 for income tax. The net profit for the 
year at £23,280 enabled them to recommend dividends at the 
same rate and to provide a small increase in the general reserve. 

Their mariaging director, Mr. Percy Charnaud, had recently 
returned from a visit to Australia and New Zealand, where he 
had been looking after the company’s interests. He would like 
to emphasise the value of trips such as that. Apart from the 
benefit of Mr. Percy Charnaud’s experience and ideas to the 
growing business of the company in Australia and New Zealand 
—and that must be considerable—the contacts made and the 
first-hand insight into conditions obtained on the spot enabled 
him to keep a closer touch on the pulse of the developments than 
would otherwise be possible. 


AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND 

Mr. Percy Charnaud (managing director) said that while their 
subsidiary company was manufacturing many of the company’s 
lines in Sydney the parent company were still exporting their 
better-known brands from London. He had been very impressed 
with the premises occupied by their subsidiary company. 

One serious difficulty was still with them and that was the 
high cost of production, due mainly to insufficient output, which, 
in turn, was due to the vast amount of pencils imported from 
foreign countries whose exports were aided by Government sub- 
sidies. The question of that unfair competition had been taken 
up with the proper authorities and it was with great satisfaction 
that he learnt this week that the duty on foreign pencils enter- 
ing Australia, which was not sufficient to afford any protection 
to the local industry, had now been doubled, pending the result 
of an enquiry which was to be held shortly by the Tariff Board. 

The outlook in Australia struck him as being very good and 
there was undoubtedly a general atmosphere of prosperity and 
security. 

New Zealand, which he had also visited, was going through 
experimental stages politically and that, he thought, was caus- 
ing a certain feeling of insecurity. There did not appear to be 
the same feeling of contentedness and optimism that he had 
met in Australia and that probably was due to the changes 
that were taking place and the short hours and high wages 
which had been recently imposed by the Government. In New 
Zealand their firm enjoyed a similar reputation to that in 
Australia.

CABLES AND WIRELESS (HOLDING) 
NEW ERA IN RELATIONSHIPS WITH GOVERNMENTS 


The Ninth Ordinary General Meeting of Cable and Wireless 
(Holding), Limited, was held, on 24 May, at Southern House 
London, E.C. : 

The Rt. Hon. Lord Pender (the Governor) said that the profit 
for the year was £265,000 higher at £1,208,246. The directors 
had paid the dividend on the 54 per cent. cumulative preference 
stock and recommended a dividend of 4 per cent. on the ordinary 
stock, which required £275,324 and left £199,097 to be carried 
to 1938, 

Referring to the improvement in their figures for May, he said 
there was justification for thinking that this was due to the new 
all-Empire Rates Scheme and they had definite information that 
they were receiving a volume of fresh traffic which they had 
never had before. In their opinion the future was distinctly 
promising, and if the international situation improved stock. 
holders might then indeed look forward with satisfaction to 
their interest in the company.

DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE 


Australia. (No. 695.) 


The year showed a betterment in earned income especially from 
abroad, after a prosperous season with a rise in prices of most of 
Australia’s main products. 

Progress in manufacturing industries has been truly remarkable and 
the competition of local industries in the market is very much more 
powerful and more widely diversified than it was before the depression. 
An exhaustive analysis has been made of the import trade and 
‘non-competitive’ items separated from those which United 
Kingdom firms can supply and which can consequently be regarded 
as ‘‘ competitive.” A summary of this analysis shows that of 
imported goods United Kingdom firms supplied 56 per cent. This 
percentage compares with 584 per cent. and 61 per cent. in the 
preceding years but it is probable that the downward movement has 
been arrested. 

The report also contains in the preface a section on “ Hints for 
Commercial Visitors ” which is designed to be of special service to a 
business man making his first visit to the Commonwealth.

Returns have there- 
fore to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1937 and 1938 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which sell- 
ing took place in their shops during the period to which 
their figures relate. On each return, therefore, the 
1987 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the 
appropriate amount to make them comparable with 
1988, so far as length of period is concerned. Correc- 
tions for differences in length of period in the two 
months under review were necessary on most of the 
schedules received, owing to the Easter holiday, which 
tellin March in 1987 and in April in 1938.

SALES 


CoMPARISON witH 12 Montus EARLIER 


Sales per selling day were 11:4 per cent. higher in 
April 1938 than in April 1937. This increase (as was 
expected) offsets the fall of 3°7 per cent. recorded for 
the previous month. The deviation of the two figures 
from the general spring trend was mainly due to the 
different dates of Easter in 1937 and in 1938, the per- 
centage increase for March and April taken together 
amounting to 2°9 per cent. It seems probable that 
trade as a whole has expanded only slightly this spring 
in comparison with last; sales of non-food merchandise 
seem, indeed, not to have maintained the level reached 
twelve months ago, when, however, they tended to be 
above the normal owing to preparations for the Corona- 
tion. In April 1938 only one district, Central and 
West End London, showed a decrease in total sales 
(8:1 per cent.). This fall, succeeding one of 10°7 per 
cent. in March, appears at first sight to accentuate 
the unfavourable position of that district compared 
with others which has been noticed for some time; it 
must, however, be remembered that the bulk of the 
decrease shown for April was attributable to sales in 
the Central London area being most affected by the 
Coronation a year earlier, when the increase shown 
for that area was 8:0 per cent. compared with 1°5 per 
cent. for the country as a whole. Increases in the 
other six districts ranged from 9°5 per cent. in the 
North-West to about 17 per cent. in Suburban London 
and the South of England. 


Daily sales of food and perishables, which in April 
accounted for approximately 55 per cent. of the total 
value reported, rose by 15:3 per cent. Sales during 
the calendar month may be estimated at some 6 per 
cent. above those of April 1937, since the effect of the 
spring holidays upon such merchandise is probably to 
concentrate purchases within fewer days rather than 
to cause any great fluctuation in total consumption. 
Sales advanced in April in each of the seven districts, 
the rise varying from 0°5 per cent. in Central and West 
End London and 12°2 per cent. in the North-West to 
18-5 per cent. in the South of England. 


Sales of other merchandise were greater per selling 
day by 69 per cent. Central and West End London 
was exceptional in showing a decrease of 9:1 per cent., 
sales in the other districts rising by percentages vary- 
ing from 6°6 in the North-West to 15-7 in Suburban 
London. The figures were higher this year than last 
in the majority of the nine main categories included 
in this division, the range of increases extending from 
3-2 per cent. for miscellaneous and unallocated goods 
to 21:3 per cent. for boots and shoes. Advances 
were reported in this last category for all seven dis- 
tricts, the rise being substantial in all except Central 
and West End London. Sales of boots and shoes, how- 
ever, fell by 2°8 per cent. in April 1937 and by 10°5 per 
cent. in March 1988, so that the high figures of April

1938 should not be considered by themselves without 
reference to the cumulative figures for sales to date. 
April sales were below the level of a year ago in piece- 
goods (10°0 per cent.), hardware (4:0 per cent.) and 
furnishing departments (1°8 per cent.) ; the exception- 
ally large fall for piece-goods is attributable to the very 
high sales recorded a year earlier when preparations for 
the Coronation created a demand for materials by the 
yard both for draping and for apparel. 


February-April.—Total sales for the three months 
February-April 1938 were 3:4 per cent. higher than 
those reported for the same period in 1937. The im- 
provement was general except in Central and West 
End London, where there was a decrease of 8°7 per 
cent. Sales in other districts rose by percentages rang- 
ing from 2°4 in the North-West to 63 in the South 
of England. Sales of food and perishables were larger 
by 65 per cent., but those of other merchandise were 
fractionally below last year’s level. Only two of the 
main categories in this division showed any advance, 
women’s wear (4°7 per cent.) and boots and shoes 
(2°4 per cent.). 


The quarterly movement (February-April) of sales 
in the two main geographical divisions, viz., London

EMPLOYMENT 
Other merchandise advanced for seasonal reasons, 
the index moving from 103 in March to 123 in April.

It was more pronounced this 
year in Provincial England and Wales than in either 
‘ondon district. 


The total number of employees in retail establish- 
ments furnishing this information (among which cer- 
tain co-operative societies are now included) was 
higher by 2-0 per cent. at the end of April 1938 than 
at the corresponding date in 1987, this being a similar 
increase to that recorded at the end of March. Staffs 
were larger in all districts except Central and West 
End London, where they were reduced by 1:1 per cent. 
from the unusually high figure a year earlier. The ex- 
pansion was greatest (4°4 per cent.) in the Midlands. 
The rise in selling staffs (reported for fewer establish- 
ments) was smaller (1:4 per cent.) and that for 
juveniles was very slight (0:2 per cent.). The increase 
in the number of juveniles which persisted through so 
many months is now showing signs of giving way to a 
reverse movement, the declines noted for the North- 
West and Central and West End London districts in 
March being followed in April by further declines in the 
same districts and also by one of 5:8 per cent. in the 
North-East. 


STOCKS 

The value of total stocks at the end of April was 
13 per cent. greater than at the corresponding date in 
1987. This increase is the lowest recorded since March 
1936, and compares with 2°6 per cent. for March. 
larger stocks were recorded for all districts except 
Suburban London, where, however, the fall was negli- 
tible. There was a slight drop (0°9 per cent.) in stocks of 
ood and perishables and a rise of 1°4 per cent. in those 
of other merchandise.

Table I on page 721 gives particulars of the numbers 
of passengers (including emigrants and immigrants) 
who travelled directly between the United Kingdom and 
places out of Europe during the three months and 
twelve months ended March 1937 and 1938. The num- 
ber of passengers travelling in the March quarter from 
the United Kingdom to non-European countries de- 
creased from 42,824 to 41,307 and in the movement in 
the opposite direction from 40,465 to 34,293. The 
aggregate inward and outward movement in the twelve 
months ended March 1938 was about 11,000 less than 
a year earlier; the numbers leaving on and returning 
from pleasure cruises were, in the aggregate, about 
18,000 less. 


British PASSENGERS 

The returns relating to the passenger traffic between 
the United Kingdom and places out of Europe, and not 
within the Mediterranean Sea, show that the number 
of persons of British nationality who left the United 
Kingdom as passengers for such countries during the 
three months ended March 1938 exceeded the number 
who arrived as passengers from such countries by 3,770, 
as compared with an inward balance of 199 in the first 
quarter of 1937. The change in the balance in the first 
three months of this year, as compared with 19387, is 
mainly due to the smaller inward movement from the 
British Empire. Excluding the numbers travelling on 
pleasure cruises there was an outward balance of 3,919 
in the March quarter of 1938, as compared with an 
inward balance of 1,870 in the first quarter of 1937. 

During the twelve months ended March 1988 an 
inward balance of 64 British passengers was recorded, 
as compared with an inward balance of 12,045 during 
the twelve months ended March 1937, the number of 
outward and inward British passengers decreasing by 
7,256 and 19,237, respectively. 

In the movement between the United Kingdom and 
countries within the British Empire, an outward 
balance of 3,041 British passengers was recorded for 
the first quarter of 1938, as compared with an inward 
balance of 2,142 during the corresponding quarter of 
1937. There were outward balances of 1,799, 312 and 
271, respectively, to British South Africa, New Zealand 
and Australia, in the first three months of 1938, as 
compared with inward balances of 786, 118 and 1,001, 
respectively, in the corresponding quarter of 1937. In 
the case of British North America and the group of 
“‘ Other British Countries ’’ there were larger outward 
balances in 1938 than in 1937 (276 and 753, as against 
9%) and 144), while for India (including Ceylon) the 
inward balance was smaller in the later year (370) than 
in the former (476). 

The balance of British passengers from or to the 
United States was very small in each quarter, but the 
outward balance to the group ‘‘ Other Foreign Coun- 
tries ’’ showed an increase from 235 to 897. 

In the twelve months ended March 1938 countries 
within the British Empire accounted for an outward 
balance of 6,038 British passengers, as compared with 
an inward balance of 5,847 in the previous twelve 
months, The inward balance of British passengers 
from the United States fell from 5,250 to 3,156. 


ALIEN PASsENGERS 


In the movement of aliens between the United King- 
dom and non-European countries during the first 
quarters of 1938 and 1937 outward balances of 3,244 and

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2,558, respectively, were recorded. It should be note 
particularly in connection with the statistics relatins 
to alien passengers, that the figures of the passenge 
movement are inclusive of passengers who landed in th 
United Kingdom on their way between European anj 
non-European countries. 

The statistics in respect of aliens, which are compile 
by the Home Office, show that the number oj py. 
sengers of United States nationality who landed in ¢h 
United Kingdom from all places abroad (including thos 
arriving from European ports) and were recorded 4 
visitors on holiday, tourists, ete., was 4,301 in the firs: 
three months of 1938, as compared with 4,838 in the 
corresponding period of 1937. Persons travelling oy 
business or for pleasure are not separately distinguished 
in the Board of Trade returns, but the number of alien 
passengers who disembarked at United Kingdom ports 
from United States ports, after deducting those de. 
scribed as ‘‘ immigrants ’’+ from the United States, 
was 4,326 in the first quarter of 1938, as compared with 
5,150 in the first quarter of 1937. As measured by the 
Home Office figures the number of tourists, ete., from 
the United States was about 500 less in the first three 
months of this year, and as deduced from the Board of 
Trade figures the decrease was rather greater. The 
arrivals of British passengers from United States ports, 
after deducting the ‘‘ immigrants,’’ decreased from 
4,951 to 4,724.

Changes in the volume of movement of aliens between 
the Continent and oversea countries via ports in the 
United Kingdom are also reflected in the variations of 
the figures shown. 

In the twelve months ended March 1938 the number 
of passengers travelling to and from the Continent by 
sea showed increases of about 282,000 and 311,000, 
respectively, as compared with the corresponding move- 
ments in the preceding twelve months. The numbers 
travelling by air increased by about 7,300 passengers to 
the Continent and about 7,900 from the Continent, the 
figures for the year ended March being the largest 
recorded for any period of twelve months.

Emigrants.—The British subjects who were recorded

vsidence for the purpose of this classification. The 
novement of British emigrants to the British Empire 
asa whole during the first three months of 1938, as 
empared with a year earlier, showed an increase of 
495, a small increase being recorded for each division 
except India. Comparing the movement of British 
anigrants to all parts of the Empire during the twelve 
months ended March 1988 and 1937, an increase of 
1908 is shown. There were small decreases in the 
numbers of emigrants of British nationality to the 
United States and to other foreign countries in the first 
quarter of 1938, as compared with the corresponding 

eriod of 1937. 


Immigrants.—The total number of immigrants of 
British nationality into the United Kingdom during the 
first three months of 1988 was 6,845, or about 1,200 less 
than in the first three months of 1937; this decrease was 

lue to the smaller return mov ement from British 
oUNntYI ies. 


Vet migration.—There was a net excess of British 


mmigration over emigration of 9,277 in the twelve 
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months ended March 1938, as compared with a net 
excess of 17,268 immigrants over emigrants during the 
twelve months ended March 1937. The tendency for 
the net inward movement to decrease is borne out by 
the figures for the first quarter, for which the net 
balance this year was negligible, compared with an 
average balance of immigrants over emigrants of about 
3,500 in the March quarters of the seven years 1931-37. 
Prior to 1931 the balance had been in the opposite 
direction.

period of 1987, These migrants are excluded from the 
figures given in the preceding paragraphs.

The course of the general index numbers of, whole- 
sale prices during the thirteen months ended March 
1938 in each of the countries named is set out in the 
‘able below. The subsequent paragraphs dealing 
with each country separately contain particulars of the 
soups of commodities covered by these index numbers, 
ind show the quarterly movements of prices since the 
March quarter of 19387 for each group, in addition to 
the general index numbers. 


The trend of wholesale prices in Belgium, the 
United States and the United Kingdom continued 
downward last quarter, but less sharply on the whole

prices for imported products raised the index appre- 
ciably each month and the March figure was the 
highest recorded since July 1929. In Germany there 
was little change, while prices in Italy, after rising 
continuously throughout 1937, declined somewhat in 
the first three months of this year. Comparing March 
1938 with a year earlier, there were large increases 
in wholesale prices in the case of France (15 per cent.) 
—it should be remembered, however, that the currency 
has been devalued in the interval—and Italy (10 per 
cent.), but declines were recorded for the United States 
(9 per cent.), Belgium (7 per cent.) and the United 
Kingdom (3 per cent.). In Germany there was only a

Prices of foodstuffs as a whole fluctuated slightly 
during last quarter at a level somewhat above that 
of last December, the index for February being the 
highest recorded since April 1927; average prices for 
the quarter were 34 per cent. higher than in the pre- 
vious quarter and 20 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier. Each of the three sub-groups showed increases 
compared with both a quarter and a year earlier, those 
for sugar, coffee, cocoa being appreciably smaller than 


for the other two groups. 


In the industrial materials section prices of minerals 
and metals, after falling in the fourth quarter of 1937, 
advanced throughout the first quarter of this year, 
while for the other two sub-groups the advance was 
less regular. Compared with the December quarter, 
prices in the aggregate rose by about 14 per cent., 
minerals and metals and textiles being dearer by 2 per 
cent. In comparison with the first quarter of 1937, 
prices of industrial materials as a whole were higher by 
16 per cent., the increases for the textile and miscel- 
laneous sub-groups being about 20 per cent., and for 
minerals and metals 10 per cent. 


A re-grouping of the commodities into national and 
import 


‘d products shows that, on the average, the 
former were 2 per cent. and the latter 3 per cent. 
dearer last quarter than in the preceding quarter. 
Compared with a year earlier the increases recorded 
were 20 and 12 per cent., respectively. Prices of 
national products were practically unchanged through- 
out the quarter, but for imported products there were 
substantial increases during January and March.

Average prices of agricultural produce tended to rise 
slightly during last quarter; compared with the pre- 
ceding quarter, increases for foodstuffs of vegetable 
origin and feeding stuffs for animals were partly offset 
by a decline for cattle. Compared with a year earlier, 
prices showed a general rise amounting for the group 
as a whole to nearly 2 per cent. 


The price index of industrial materials and semi- 
finished products in the first quarter of this year was 
the same as for the preceding quarter. The only signi- 
ficant changes were increases of 9 per cent. for rubber 
—there being little recession from the peak figure of 
December—and of 5 per cent. for artificial fertilisers 
accompanied by decreases of 534 and 14 per cent., 
respectively, for non-ferrous metals and textiles. Com- 
pared with the first quarter of 1937, average prices of 
the group as a whole showed a decline of 3 per cent.; 
non-ferrous metals, artificial fertilisers and textiles fell 
by 28, 16 and 13 per cent., respectively, but rubber 
nearly doubled in price. 


Industrial finished goods remained at the high price 
level obtaining in the previous quarter, when the index 
number was the highest recorded for six years. Com- 
pared with the first quarter of 1937, there was a rise ol 
over 2 per cent.; consumers’ goods were 34 per cent. 
dearer, but prices of producers’ goods have remained 
unchanged since June 1935.

Prices of foodstuffs declined throughout the quarter, 
especially in March, and were, on the average, 6 per 
cent. lower than in the preceding quarter and about 7 
per cent. lower than in the March quarter of 1937. 

Among the industrial groups, prices showed a general 
lalling trend, the only significant increases compared 
with the December quarter being in respect of tobacco, 
chemical fertilisers and chemicals. The index for paper 
fell steeply in March, and on the average was nearly 
lf per cent. less than the high figure of the previous 
quarter, while other large declines took place in prices 
of skins and leather (8 per cent.) and fats (7 per cent.). 

Compared with the first quarter of last year, rubber 
ud resinous products were cheaper by 35 and 26 per 
ent., respectively, and there were also declines ranging 
fom 18 to 15 per cent. for fats, skins and leather, and 
textiles; the most substantial increases were for paper 
28 per cent.), fuel (17 per cent.), petroleum and deriva- 
tives (14 per cent.) and coal tar and derivatives (13 
per cent.).

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Prices of foodstuffs declined from the peak reached 
in December, and in March were at about the level of 
last July; this decline was chiefly due to foodstuffs of 
animal origin, which cheapened by about 12 per cent. 
during the quarter. Comparing last quarter with the 
previous quarter, foodstuffs fell in price by 8 per cent., 
but they were nearly 8 per cent. dearer than a year 
earlie?. 

Among the industrial groups, the general advancing 
trend of prices shown last year continued. The largest 
increases—those for the metallurgical and machinery 
industries (6 per cent.) and fuels and mineral oils (5 
per cent.)—were almost entirely due to rises for semi- 
manufactures, raw materials showing a slight decline. 
For textile products, ete., there was a general rise in 
prices aggregating 24 per cent. Compared with the 
corresponding quarter of 1937, increases were recorded 
for every group, in particular for paper and cardboard 
(99 per cent.), fuels and mineral oils (34 per cent.) and 
timber and metallurgical products and machinery (each 
19 per cent.). 

A re-grouping of the commodities for which index 
numbers are compiled shows that prices of raw 
materials were, on the average, 34 per cent. lower, and 
those of semi-manufactures and manufactured pro- 
ducts 3 and 1 per cent., respectively, higher last 
quarter than in the December quarter; in comparison 
with the first quarter of 1937 there were increases 
amounting to 6, 19 and 17 per cent., respectively.

Prices of foods and farm products continued the fall 
recorded during the latter half of last year until Feb- 
ruary, but showed a slight strengthening in March; 
average prices for these two groups were 10 and 7 per 
cent., respectively, lower than in the previous quarter 
and 15 and 24 per cent., respectively, lower than a year 
earlier. 

Among industrial groups, prices also tended to fall, 
though more gradually, during the quarter; compared 
with the previous quarter, average prices for all groups 
were lower, the principal declines being for hides and 
leather products (7 per cent.), textile products (4 per 
cent.) and building materials and house-furnishing 
goods (each 24 per cent.). As compared with a year 
earlier, considerable declines ranging from 12 to 8 per 
cent. were recorded for textile products, chemicals and 
drugs, and hides and leather products, while the only 
appreciable increases were in respect of metals and 
metal products, and fuel and lighting. 

A regrouping of the commodities used in compiling 
the index number shows that raw materials, semi- 
manufactures and finished manufactures were, on the 
average, 5, 44 and 3} per cent. cheaper, respectively, 
during the March quarter than in the previous quarter ; 
compared with the first quarter of 1937, declines of 
17, 12 and 2 per cent., respectively, were shown for 
these three categories.

BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 
AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day 
in each month from January 1937 to April 1938 are 
shown below. Telegraph and telephone receipts, 
savings banks and money and postal order business are 
excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures form an approximately correct index of 
the movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled expressed in terms of postage. 


Postal receipts last month were 1°8 per cent. lower 
than a year earlier, as compared with an increase of 
1:0 per cent. in March. This is the first decrease 
recorded since March 1935, and is partly due to the 
fact that the figure for the preceding April was un- 
usually high. The index number, based upon the 
iverage for the corresponding period of 1924-34 (except 
1926), was 1183 for April. This was approximately 
the same as for March, but the table shows a con- 
tinuous downward movement month by month since 
iast December.

MARKHAM (BLACKSHALE) MINE EXPLOSION 


Mr. Paul Ernest Sandlands, O.B.E., K.C., who has been 
appointed to inquire into the causes and circumstances of 
the explosion which occurred on 10 May in the Markham 
(Blackshale) Mine, Derbyshire, will open the Inquiry in 
public at the Magistrate’s Court, Town Hall, Chesterfield, 
at 2.0 p.m. to-morrow, 27 May. 

The sitting will be for the purpose of discussing procedure, 
and with a view to arranging if possible for the Inquiry to 
proceed on Tuesday, 7 June. No witnesses need attend, 
hut only those representatives who wish to take part in the 
Inquiry ; 

THE CORROSION OF TAR STILLS 

The Department of Scientific and Industrial Research has 
issued a *Report of an investigation, carried out at the 
Chemical Research Laboratory on behalf of the Association 
of Tar Distillers, into the causes and prevention of the 
corrosion of tar stills. 

The Report states that when tars were derived chiefly 
from the carbonisation of coal in horizontal retorts, the 
\2 ton stills employed for the distillation of this material 
had an average life of 16,000 tons throughout and instances 
of 30,000 tons were not uncommon. Since the introduction 
of vertical retort tar, however, the life of such stills has 
diminished to an average of 7,000 to 8,000 tons when deal- 
ing with tars composed approximately of 75 per cent. verti- 
cal and 25 per cent. horizontal retort material. 

The objectives of the investigation were :— 

(i) to identify the compounds or groups of compounds 

responsible for corrosion ; 

(ii) to devise methods for the removal of such compounds 

or for the inhibition of their harmful action ; 

(iii) alternatively, to discover a metal or alloy which 

would resist attack or to develop a_ protective 
coating for the mild steel in general use as con- 
structional material for tar stills. 

PETROLEUM PROSPECTING LICENCES 

The Secretary for Mines announces that three additional 
Prospecting Licences, covering a total area of approximately 
395 square miles in Yorkshire, Cheshire, Staffordshire, Fife-

E.C.2.

20 May, and in the Edinburgh Gazette on the same date in 
respect of the areas in Scotland. A map showing the areas 
for which licences have been issued can be inspected on 
application to the Petroleum Department, Mines Depart- 
ment, Dean Stanley Street, Millbank, London, S.W.1. 

The Secretary for Mines also announces the determina- 
tion by the Licensee of a Prospecting Licence granted under 
the Petroleum (Production) Act, 1934, and the Petroleum 
(Production) Regulations, 1935, to the Anglo-American Oil 
Company, Limited, of 36, Queen Anne’s Gate, London, 
8.W.1. A description of the boundaries of the licensed area, 
which covered about 123 square miles in Hampshire and 
Sussex, was published in the London Gazette on Tuesday, 
| August 1936, in the Schedule to the notice of the grant of 
the licence. 

FOREIGN VISITORS IN APRIL 

The Travel and Industrial Development Association states 
that the total number of holiday visitors to this country 
during April, at 17,254, shows an increase of 382 over the 
figure for the corresponding month of 1937 (Coronation 
year) and 452 over that of the corresponding month of 1936. 

A decrease in the number of business visitors, to 8,098, 
as against 10,060, however, brought the combined total below 
that of April last year, to 25,352 as compared with 26,932, 
though it compares favourably with the 1936 total of 24,180. 

Holiday visitors from the continental countries came in 
slightly larger numbers, the most notable falling off being 
shown by the American figure, which was 3,016, as compared 
With 4,555 in 1937. 

Week-end and day visitors from France and Belgium are 
not included in these figures, nor are the numerous oversea 
British visitors, estimated at an annual figure of 200,000, 
who travel with British passports and are not recorded at 
the ports.

TRADE AND CROP CONDITIONS 


Trade generally is quiet. Light showers in Barbados are 
ported by cable, but more rain is needed; the sugar crop 
‘hearing completion. 

Jamaican banana exports at 5,374,253 stems from 1 Janu- 
‘ty to 16 April show a decrease of some 1,400,000 stems as 
ipared with the corresponding period of last year. A 
ttter pimento crop than that of the previous year is 
\ported. Honey exports at 11,537 gallons for the three 
tlonths to the end of March show a decrease of 48,555 
tillons over the corresponding period of 1937. 

It is understood that local ‘stores in Trinidad are well 
‘tocked. Most of the oil companies have large drilling and 
uilding programmes in hand for this year. Exports of 
"neral oil in January and February of this year amounted 
‘0 81,996,907 gallons, an increase of some 4,600,000 gallons 
‘er the corresponding two months of 1937. Cocoa pickings 
” gy to continue for some weeks; prices, however, 
‘ave fallen. 


Trade and industry—Continued 


As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands 12,609 
tons of sugar had been made up to 16 April in Antigua; the 
cotton crop there is practically over. The St. Kitts sugar 
factory had made some 18,500 tons up to 16th of last 
month. The lime crop in Dominica is suffering from the dry 
weather. In Grenada there are fairly large stocks of nut- 
megs on hand. The reaping of the sugar crop in St. Lucia 
continues. ‘The weather in St. Vincent has been beneficial 
for the arrowroot crop, and exports for the first two months 
of this year amounted to 5,390 barrels, showing an increase 
of 2,476 barrels over the corresponding period of last year. 

All sugar estates in British Guiana are grinding, and rice 
milling continues, but owing to the heavy rains experienced 
the harvesting of these crops has been difficult. There has 
heen very little rice planting owing to the weather and it 
is expected that the autumn crop will be late. General 
activity in the bauxite industry continues; exports for the 
three months to the end of March at 50,419 tons show an 
increase of some 1,900 tons over the corresponding period 
of 1937. Rum is in demand; exports from 1 January to the 
end of March show an increase of some 166,000 gallons over 
the 262,503 gallons exported during the same period of last 
vears.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 


CANADA 
ONTARIO GOLD. ORE MILLINGS IN MARCH 


The Imperial Institute has been informed by its corre- 
sponding member, the Deputy Minister of Mines, Toronto, 
that during March 766,597 short tons (of 2,000 Ibs. each) 
of ore, valued at 8,013,494 dollars, were milled at gold mines 
in the Province of Ontario. 


SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade condi- 
tions in the Union of South Africa :— 

General business in the Union has shown little change 
during the month, but some improvement is expected after 
the general election. The building and allied trades in the 
larger centres are fairly well employed, particularly at 
Durban, where prospects are considered good. The value 
of building plans passed at Johannesburg during April 
amounted to £468,408, compared with £523,508 the previous 
month. Agricultural conditions and outlook are practically 
unchanged, although a firmer tone is evident in some 
descriptions of wool and hides and skins. 


GoLp Output: RaiLway EARNINGS 

in the Transvaal the output of gold in April (25 working 
days) amounted to 982,964 fine ozs., with a value, including 
the premium, on the basis of £6 19s. 6d. per fine oz., of 
£6,856,174, as compared with 981,565 fine ozs., with a value, 
on the basis of £7 Os. 6d. per fine oz., of £6,895,494 for 
April 1937 (26 working days). The average daily output 
increased 1,818 fine ozs. to 39,318 and the number of natives 
employed by 3,431 to the record figure of 316,359. 

Railway earnings from 1 April to 7 May totalled 
£3.640,487, as compared with £3,393,418 for the correspond- 
ing period the previous year. 


Maize, Woot, Eve. 

The second preliminary estimate of the Union maize crop, 
based on conditions towards the end of April, is 17,676,000 
hags. The market is irregular. 

The Union wool markets are fairly steady. Good medium 
and short wools arriving at Port Klizabeth are selling freely 
and prices are firm, with the tendency in favour of sellers 
chiefly owing to the operations of French buyers, although 
competition from the United Kingdom and Belgium is 
keen. German purchases are confined to oddments and 
washing wools. 

(Quotations for hides are steady. Oversea business is small 
but local tanners’ support is good, particularly for wet- 
salted descriptions. Merino skins are steady. Demand for 
Cape skins is maintained and fairly large offerings have 
been taken up, chiefly for American account. Goatskins are 
5 per cent. dearer and Angoras firmer, with keen general 
competition for good-length hair. 

The slight improvement in the demand for Ostrich wing 
feathers has been maintained. 

Wholesale and retail trading in soft goods has been quiet, 
orders being deferred pending the conclusion of the general 
election. Seasonal slackness is reported in some sections of 
the secondary industries, and the position generally remains 





quiet. 
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IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN APRIL 


The Department of Customs and Excise advise that total 
imports through all Union ports in April amounted in value 
to £7,730,000, as compared with £8,193,000 in the corre- 
sponding month of last year. Total exports were valued at 
£10,210,000, as against £12,264,000, and were made up as 
follows:—Merchandise, £2,375,000, as compared with 
£3,918,000; gold bullion and gold specie, £7,765,000, as 
against £7,746,000; and diamonds, £70,000, as compared 
with £600,000. Value of gold bullion calculated at price 
ruling at the date of export.—Standard Bank of South 
Africa (Pretoria Office).

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IRAN 
INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS 
TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Thanks to the energetic steps taken by the Government 
considerable progress has been made in industrial and agri- 
cultural development, * writes the Assistant to the Com- 
mercial Secretary to H.M, Legation at Tehran. 

Four new sugar factories have been installed in the last 
two years, bringing the total up to eight. Many cotton 
spinning mills have been erected in the provinces and an 
up-to-date silk mill was recently inaugurated at Chalous. 
The jute factory at Resht has worked well and is being ex- 
tended, and a new one is to be installed at Shahi. An 
imposing tobacco and cigarette factory on modern lines has 
been installed at Tehran by the Tobacco Monopoly Dep=rt- 
ment. The natural result is an increased activity in the 
cultivation of raw material to feed the factories. The 
[ranian Government is now also turning its attention to the 
development of the country’s mineral resources. 


Foretcn Trane: Principat Imports 


Total imports in 1935-36 were valued at £11,855,698, as 
compared with £11,035,966 in the previous twelve months, 
while total exports amounted to £22,526,679, as against 
£25,877,956, the excess of exports being £10,670,981 and 
£14,841,990, respectively. 

The Iranians do not include exports of oil and of the 
Caspian Sea fisheries, nor non-dutiable imports, in arriving 
at the balance of trade. The adverse balance of commercial 
imports and exports in 1936 was £1-81 million, as compared 
with £1-78 million in 1935. 

The principal imports in 1935-36 were cotton piece-goods, 
sugar, motor vehicles, machinery, tea, cement and railway 
material. The shrinkage in imports of oil products was 
again evident, the growing demand being met from oilfields 
in Iran. 

Imports of cotton piece-goods rose to £1,879,362 from 
£1,791,974 in the previous year. The increase was shared 
by the principal suppliers, i.e. the U.S.S.R., Japan, the 
United Kingdom and India. 

The bulk of the imports of motor vehicles and accessories 
continued to come from the United States, but the United 
Kingdom figures improved to 335 units from 227 in the 
previous year. Imports of sugar again increased consider- 
ably from £697,700 to £726,900. 

Railway construction and industrial and agricultural de- 
velopment caused a large increase in imports of material 
and rolling stock for the railway, machinery, tools, etc., 
from £751,450 in 1934-35 to £1,297,200 in 1935-36. Of this 
last total machinery and tools accounted for £935,300 and 
£361,900 represented rolling stock and railway material. 
Machinery was supplied principally by Germany, the United 
Kingdom (£196,000) and Czechoslovakia, and_ railway 
material by France and Germany. 

Owing to dress reform in Iran the demand for woollen 
goods continued to increase considerably, viz., from £134,000 
to £224,100. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KiIncpom 


Imports from the United Kingdom kept up well in 1935-36 
partly owing to an important purchase of cotton piece- 
goods, imports of machinery and cars and trucks, but provi- 
sional figures for 1937 show a falling off. Non-dutiable im- 
ports, the origin of which is not shown in the Customs 
Tableau Général, however, always swell considerably thé 
total of imports from the United Kingdom, and if exports 
of mineral oils were included, the United Kingdom’s total 
trade with Iran would still represent the largest share of 
Iran’s foreign trade. 

Commercial imports from the United Kingdom during 
1935-36 amounted to £977,834, as compared with £696,757 
in 1934-35, the improvement being chiefly in imports of 
machinery, automobiles and textiles. The principal imports 
were :—Machinery, tools and parts, of which the United 
Kingdom’s share was £196,015, or 21 per cent, of the total ; 
‘the figures do not include imports of the Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Company. 

Imports of United Kingdom cotton piece-goods amounted 
to £171,715, or 9 per cent. ; woollens rose to £76,240, or 34 per

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cent. Cotton and woollen mixtures to the value of £113,999 
were imported, out of which £30,230, or 26-5 per cent., came 
from the United Kingdom. Imports of motor cars and 
lorries from the United Kingdom amounted to £147,552, or 
about 21 per cent. of the total ; the numbers were 137 lorries 
and 198 cars. Out of a total of £401,716 for tyres and spares, 
the share of the United Kingdom was £58,205, or 14-4 per 
cent. 

Excluding the considerable non-dutiable imports of the 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Company, imports of iron, steel and con. 
structional steel from the United Kingdom amounted to 
about £34,500 out of a total of about £519,900. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH 


Both exports and imports increased in value in March 
over the short month of February, states the Division of 
Foreign Trade Statistics, Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Washington. Exports were 5 per cent. greater 
in value than in February and 7 per cent. above March of 
last year. General imports increased for the first time 
since June of last year; the increase over February was 6 
per cent., but the value was 44 per cent. below March 1987, 
As in other recent months, the merchandise trade in March 
continued to show a large excess of exports over imports, 
The value of merchandise exports in March was 102,306,000 
dollars greater than the value of merchandise imports, while 
for the first quarter of 1938 merchandise exports exceeded 
merchandise imports by 320,737,000 dols. This was the re- 
verse of the situation in the first quarter of 1937, when the 
excess of merchandise imports over merchandise exports 
amounted to 113,271,000 dols. 


Import TRADE 


The value of general imports (goods entered for storage 
in bonded warehouses, plus goods which entered merchandis- 
ing channels immediately upon arrival in the country) 
amounted to 173,405,000 dols. in March, as_ against 
162,913,000 dols. in February 1938 and 307,474,000 dols. in 
March 1937. 


Imports for consumption (goods which entered merchan- 
dising or consumption channels immediately upon arrival 
in the country, plus withdrawals for consumption from 
warehouse) amounted to 173,328,000 dols. in March, com- 
pared with 155,941,000 dols. in February 1938 and 
295,705,000 dols. in March 1937. 

The increase over February in imports for consumption 
during March was 17,387,000 dols., or 11 per cent. This 
was, however, the first considerable expansion shown for 
imports of merchandise in fully a year. Our purchases of 
foreign goods almost consistently showed decreases in value 
each month from March 1937 through February of this year 
and were 41 per cent. smaller in value in March 1938 than 
in March 1937. 

Imports for consumption of many commodities expanded 
in March over February. Among those registering increases 
ranging from 800,000 dols. to 1,500,000 dols. in value were 
included meats, undressed furs, cacao beans, sugar from 
Cuba, whisky, raw silk, newsprint and fertilisers. Imports 
of vegetable oils were 2,200,000 dols. larger in value in 
March and those of unmanufactured tobacco nearly 3 
million dols. larger than in February. Principal com- 
modities imported in smaller value in March than in Febrv- 
ary included oilseeds, burlap, wood pulp, steel-mill products 
and tin. 

Compared with March a year ago, imports of practically 
all commodities were smaller in value in March. Those show- 
ing the largest actual reductions were grains and prepara- 
tions, which declined from a value of 11,526,000 dols. in 
March 1937 to 464,000 dols. in March 1938: unmanufactured 
wool, valued at 14,292,000 dols. and 810,000 dols. ; hides and 
skins at 8,737,000 dols. and 1,760,000 dols.; furs and manu- 
factures at 9,865,000 dols. and 4,012,000 dols.; and tin, 
valued at 11,617,000 dols. and 3,808,000 dols., in the two 
months, respectively. Unmanufactured tobacco, shingles, 
crude petroleum and copper were prominent among the 


relatively few imports that showed an increase in quantity 


and value as compared with March a year ago. 


Export TRADE 
Exports, including re-exports, amounted to 275,711,000 
dols., as compared with 262,629,000 dols. in February 1938 
and with 256,565,000 dols. in March 1937. 
Exports of a wide variety of United States merchandise 
were moderately larger in value in March than in February. 
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this was true of cotton textiles, lumber, paper manufac- 
tures, crude petroleum, iron and steel products, electrical 
apparatus, various machinery items, motor trucks, aircraft, 
chemicals and of certain vegetables and fruits. The value 
exports of agricultural products, as a group, was smaller, 
jowever, in March than in February. Exports of grain, 
chile continuing to show marked gains over a year ago, 
jeclined in March from February and those of leaf tobacco 
exports also showed a reduction. 

Compared with March 1937 grains and their preparations 
howed in March 1938 the largest actual increase among the 
arious exports. The value of grain exports was 19,588,000 
ils., as compared with 3,114,000 dols, in March 1937 and 
sith 25,033,000 dols. in February 1938. Exports of un- 
nanufactured tobacco were about 3,100,000 dols. larger in 
value than in March 1937, while those of meats and lard rose 
; approximately 1,200,000 dols. Because of the lower price 
; raw cotton this year and the reduction in shipments to 
Japan, the value of exports of raw cotton was approximately 
jl million dols. less than in March 1937. 

Exports of some of the non-agricultural items increased 
n value in March as compared with a year ago, but exports 
f other items showed declines. Numbered among those 
showing increases were cotton textiles, petroleum products, 
except lubricating oil, industrial machinery, agricultural 
mplements, motor trucks, aircraft, and fertiliser materials, 
yhile those showing decreases included wood pulp, lubricat- 
ng oil, iron and _ steel manufactures, copper, radio 
pparatus, passenger automobiles, and chemicals. 

During the first three months of 1938, exports of agricul- 
tural products have amounted to 233,693,000 dols. in com- 
yarison with 182,513,000 dols. in the first three months of 
(937. Non-agricultural exports were valued at 583,140,000 
dls. and 518,664,000 dols. in the same two periods, respec- 


tively.

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of ‘‘ Control of 
Imports (Quota No. 20, Eleventh Period) Order, 1938,”’ 
made by the Executive Council of the Government of Eire on 
17 May which appoints the period 24 June to 31 July as 
the ‘‘ Eleventh Period ’’ under the original Order relating 
to tomatoes and fixes the quota for the period at 72,000 
ewts., of which 700 cwts. shall consist of United Kingdom 
produce. 

EXPORT BOUNTIES 

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of an announce- 
ment in the Press on 14 May by the Minister for Agriculture 
which states as follows :— 

‘Export bounties and subsidies at the several rates at 
present in operation will continue to be paid in respect of 
exports of the undermentioned articles of produce, until 
effect has been given to the recent Agreement made between 
the Government of Eire and the Government of the United 
Kingdom, provided that the conditions governing the pay-

AGREEMENT 

The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the ‘ Finance 
(Agreement with United Kingdom) Act, 1938,” which makes 
such amendments to the laws relating to Customs, duties of 
Customs and the importation of goods, as are necessary to 
implement the Trade Agreement concluded with the Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom on 25 April 1938, and of the 
Order (made under Section 2 of the Act) which provides that 
19 May 1938 shall be the ‘‘ appointed day ’’ on which the 
Act is to be regarded as having come into force. 

The Act makes provision for the reductions in the Customs 
duties on the United Kingdom goods imported into Eire 
itemised in paragraphs 2, 4 and 6 of the notice in the 
‘* Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 19 May 1938 (pages 698-701). 

As regards paragraph 5 of the notice, duties, as set out 
in column 3 of the following table, have been imposed on 
United Kingdom goods in accordance with the provisions of 
Article 9 (4) of the Trade Agreement.

ECUADOR 
NEW IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


According to telegraphic advice from H.M. Representa- 
tive in Quito, a Decree issued on 19 May established im- 
port control on a stricter basis than that already in force. 

Until further notice the Ecuadorian Central Bank will 
oly grant import permits for goods rated as indispensable 
and no other goods will be admitted. Goods already in 
transit or already ordered will be admitted if shipped not 
later than 80 May. Subject to this temporary tolerance, no 
goods will be allowed entry unless covered by prior permit. 
Shipments contravening this order will be liable to confisca- 
tion. 


FINLAND 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (1938 CUSTOMS 
TARIFF) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Helsing- 
lors has forwarded a copy of a State Council Resolution 
(No. 160) of 21 April 1938, which provides that, in respect 
of coconut fat used in the manufacture of margarine or 
artificial lard, the concessional rate of duty of 50 penni 
per kilogramme as laid down in the note to Tariff item 
‘l7 (b) of the Finnish Customs Tariff, may only be applied 
in the event of those manufactures containing not more 
than 60 per cent. of coconut fat per unit of these products. 
In future, where the coconut fat content exceeds 60 per 
cent., import duty at the rate of Fmk. 5 per kilogramme 
will be levied. 
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FRANCE 
MARKING OF VARIOUS IMPORTED GOODS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 13 May contains a 
Decree dated 12 May which provides that barrels, casks and 
drums of iron or steel or of sheet iron or steel, even with 
accessories of other materials (ex Tariff No. 568B), may not 
be imported into or sold, etc., in France, when of foreign 
origin, unless they bear an indication of their country ‘of 
origin in clear, indelible Latin characters. This requirement 
enters into force on 14 July. It does not, however, apply to 
goods intended for re- -export, and the sale, etc., of goods 
imported before 14 July will be permitted without marking 
provided that the seller indicates the country of origin on 
the invoice. 


The indication must be applied by embossing near the 
place where the bunghole is situated. 


The same issue of the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”’ contains a 
further Decree of 12 May, which extends se provisions of 
the Decree of 20 May 1937 ‘regarding the marking of various 
metal articles (see the “Board of Trade Journal” of 24 
June 1937, pages 885-6) to cover safety pins classified under 
Tariff Nos. 496, 579D and 579 bis I, in addition to those 
classified under Tariff No. 546. These further goods will 
be required to be marked as from 14 July.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
has reported the following modifications in the quota lists: 

Citric acid (Tariff Item 159 (a) 5), tartaric acid (Tariff 
Item 159 (a) (11) ), vegetable charcoal (active) (Tariff Item 
167 (g) (bis) ) are transferred from List B (i.e. goods which 
may be imported in full exchange for Greek products, in 
partial exchange from countries with which Greece has a 
partial exchange agreement, or freely from countries with 
which Greece has an active balance of trade) to List D (i.e. 
goods the import of which is subject to a special permit). 
Books, printed, as well as newspapers and_ periodicals 
generally (Tariff Items 184 (f-i) ), classified in List A (i.e. 
goods which may be imported from any country and in any 
quantities) may in future only be imported into Greece from 
“free exchange’’ countries against a permit issued by 
the Bank of Greece on authority of the foreign exchange 
Commission.

CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
has forwarded a translation of Ministerial Decree (No. 
27,363), dated 28 March 1938 and effective as from 9 April 
1938, which provides for the application of the conventional 
rates of Customs duty to wool (ex Tariff Item 233) of 
Australian and Cape Colony origin imported into Greece by 
Greek industrialists for their own use, and within the 
limits of their import quotas. The conventional rate of 
duty at present in force for wool neither washed nor combed 
is 2 metallic drachme per 100 kilogrammes, and for wool 
washed and combed, 3 metallic drachme per 100 kilo- 
grammes. These are the basic rates only. Surtaxes amount- 
ing to 75 per cent. of the duty are levied in addition. 


HONDURAS 


REGISTRATION OF PHARMACEUTICAL 
SPECIALITIES 


A recent Honduranean Decree provides for the levy of a 
fee of 10 lempiras for the registration with the Faculty of 
Medicine of all patent medicines sold in the country. A 
further annual charge of 5 lempiras will be made for the 
renewal of the permit granted by the Faculty. 

This Decree amends Article 7 of the Decree of 8 March 
1932, which provided for a single fee of 50 lempiras to be 
charged on registration. 





ITALY 
TEMPORARY IMPORT REGULATIONS

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department's resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having overseas agents to notify 
the respective overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in 
formed of any changes that may take place in their over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but 
it is generally advisable to communicate in the first in- 
stance with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required 
is frequently already in the possession of the Department, 
and the delay involved in communicating with the officers 
abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should the informs 
tion required not be available in London, the Department 
will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information 18 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 

By following this method of making their enquiries 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise inform 
tion required.

Nore. 1.—In the expression ‘‘ ad valorem ”’ used in these Schedulesthe reference is to “‘ real value ” as defined in section 30 of the 


Sea Customs Act, unless an article has a tariff value assigned to it. 


Nove 2.—Tariff-valued heads are based on the ordinary trade description of each article and cover all reduced grades and mixtures 


unless they are separately provided for. 


Nore 3.—In this publication, the expression “‘ standard rate of duty’

means, in the case of articles liable to preferential rates of _ 


duty, the standard rate of duty as opposed to the preferential rate, and in the case of other articles, the ordinary rate of duty. 


Nore 4.—Postal parcels, packets and letters on whose contents the total duty payable is not more than 12 annas, are exempt from 


payment of import duty. 


Nore 5.—The expression “ Far East” covers China, Japan, the Straits Settlements, Malaya, Siam, French Indo-China, the 
Netherlands East Indies and other Far Eastern countries. For the purposes of this publication it is intended also to cover Ceylon.
